Well, I was confident, entered the 
mare in several stakes and made ar­ 
rangements for Directum, in all of 
which I kept Mr. Greene thoroughly 
posted; also kept him advised of 
everything done by me for his inter­ 
est. 
About the time the horses were 
to be shipped to me I received a letter 
from Mr. Green saying they had' made 
a conditional sale of both Directum 
and Electrina to Mr. Mclver, and that 
be had delivered the horses, adding 
that he was sorry he did not send 
them to me. 
This is the treatment I received at 
the hands of Mr. Green, and without 
even giviug me the preference or the 
gentleman with whom I am at present 
associated a chance in this conditional 
sale, he simply leases to other parties 
aud then notifies me of the condi­ 
tional sale.

WILD LETTUCE GETS 
THE BEST OF FARMS 


NEW FIELD PEST IS TAKING 
FIRM ROOT. 


Farmers Say It Is Becoming Abund­ 
ant and Very 
Troublesome—Im­ 
ported From Europe It Finds This 
Climate Very Congenial—Two Cut 
tings Kill It. 
Farmers from the west part of the 
country report that wild or prickly 
lettuce promises to be an exceedingly 
troublesome weed. 
It is one of many 
weeds introduced from Europe and 
has not gained a foothold in the cen­ 
tral west until within the past few 
years. 
It has not been noticed in any 
large quantity in this vicinity until 
two years ago. 
Last year it was very 
abundant, and this spring still more 
so. It spreads very rapidly, as it seeds 
abundantly and the seeds are as read 
ily carried by the wind as {hose of the 
dandelion. 
It has has been estimated 
that nearly 22,000 seeds may be pro­ 
duced to the square foot. 
The plan* is readily recognized, as 
the leaves are much like those of some 
varieties of cultivated lettuce. 
They 
are six or eight inches long, about an 
inch and one half wide, with irregu­ 
lar, prickley edges. 
On some farms 
and in many vacant lots in Janesville 
it is abundant. 
Cutting the plant be­ 
fore the seeds form, better before it 
blossoms, wil. 
prevent its spread. 
Twice cutting will be sufficient. 
As 
the plant is either annual or biennial 
its destruction would be easy if it 
were not for seeds being carried by 
the wind, perhaps from considerable 
distances.”

H IS H E A D . 


An Oysterman Through Whose Upper 
Story a Tunnel Was Partially Bored. 
A man with a nest of cockroaches 
in his head presented himself at the 
Emergency hospital in W ashington 
recently. 
Stories have often been 
told of snakes and frogs in human 
stomachs.

ALL SOULS CHURCH. 


FORMER JANESVILLE PASTOR 
STILL A UNITARIAN. 


Objects to Having Any Creed, How­ 
ever, and Is Not Willing That the 
American Association Should Have 
the 
Power 
of Dictation—Eight 
Story Church Planned. 


"Janesville Unitarians need not 
worry over losing Jenk Ll. Jones from 
their church,” said a rn amber of All 
Souls who is in close communication 
with the former pastor. 
"Mr. Jones 
will not leafe the Unitarian church. 
What he is trying to do is to get bis 
flock into quarters where they will be 
free from dictation. 
When he built 
his Chicago church part of the funds 
were advanced by the American Uni­ 
tarian Association. 
The association 
took a mortgage on the church just 
as it did on All Souls church in this 
city. 
AU these 
mortgages are so 
drawn that they come due when the 
church drops away from its allegiance 
to Unitarian doctrines. 
As long as a 
church remains loyal to the creed held 
by the association, the debt cannot be 
urged.

unendrable 
to

man 
like 
Mr. 
Jones, 
He wants his church 
to have no creed whatever—to be ab- 
so’utely untrammeled. 
The idea that 
any association, however congenial 
had the power to say, ‘believe as we 
do or pay up your mortgage’, would be 
a 
constant 
irritation. 
What Mr. 
Jones intends to do is get his present 
church, corner of Oak woods Boulevard 
and Langley avenue, free from debt, 
then sell it and build an eight story 
church of a new order, directly across 
the street. 
He will
